TON, Aug. l»._Tha silrer 
fight bepa in raruest in the house im- 
mediately nftn- the approval oj the 
journal. \t was not unexpected, as tho 
fact v-as known tliat the-ailverites and 
to- »ati-silveritcs un tho Democratic 
side had reached un agreement as to 
the methods to bo pursued aud as to 
tho time within which the debate 
should be limited. 


The first guu of the battle was fired 


by Mr. Wilson of West Virginia. The 
missile -was in the shape. of a bill for 
the repeal of the purchasing clause of 
the Sherman act. 


Then came forward Mr, Bland of 
Missouri with a flag of truce under 
•which, after a little objection from the 
Republicans, un arrangement was ef- 
fected whereby a debate for 14 days— 
•with night "Essions if desired— was pro- 
vided for. votes to b* taken on ratios

ana credit nf the United States are hereby 
pledged to maintain the parity of the gold 
and oilwr com o? tho United States at tho I 
present leiwl ratio, or such other ratio us j 
imajr *>c &,tab!Khcd by law. 


this started the battle. Mr. Raynor 


"of Maryland was the first champion 
sent out by tha anti-silver cohorts and 
h« fought vigorously and well. Mr, 
Etynor said that what kept silver and 
f old at a parity was a misplaced conS- 
ence of the people, and in his opinion, 


if the real condition of tho treasury was 
known, there "was no necessity for the 
repeal of th» Sherman law, it would 
rppe*l itself. Tho present condition of 
«fta.irs, Mr. Haynor said, was far worse 
snd mort serious than a mere panic in 
th» stock market, Thelaw had brought 
about distress and stagnation, which 
called in the loudest tones for its repeal. 
The constitution nowhere establishes 
gold and silver as the money of the 
country; there is rso obligation to coin 
silver, nor to purchase and store it for 
the benefit of the miner. 


'While referring to the platform of 
th« Democratic convention Mr. Ravuor 
was interrupted by several questions. 
In response ho said, in closing. 
'-I 
fcnow that tho declarations of that doc- 
•nmeut hare been differently construeTI 
according to the views of the various 
SentUuien expounding them. But as for 
m«, fc} this supreme hour of my conn* 
try'j need, 1 am not blinded nor intimi- 
\iated by tho glittering words of a con- 
vention declaration." 


Mr. Brown (Dsm., Ind.) followed Mr. 
Raynor. Hft was in favor of the coin- 
ag» of silver, but in view of the havoc 
•wrought by the Sherman law and the 
demapda of the Chicago platform, he 
•would vote f»r it? repeal with or with- 
out conditions. The president lias, in 
oo far us he can, redeemed the pledge 
given in the platform, said Mr. Brown, 
and it now remains for congress to do 
•what it can to redeem these pledges. 


Mr. Bland of Missouri was put for- 
vrard to ret iru the fusillade of argu- 
-ment and e' >quence and he performed 
lis part without detracting from his 
reputation as the leader of the silver 
forces on the floor. Mr. Bland, rising 
to open for the free coinage side of tho 
question, expressed his regret that a 
jmm>«r of gentlemen, of whom tho 
sijft&Ker who had just sat down was one 
oj the most capable, had seen fit to 
tjhjinge their position upon this ques- 
tion, to abandon A large portion of the 
voters who had aided in giving them 
the seats they occupy, to turn their 
faces to the east and their backs to the 
west. 
As to the declarations in the Demo- 


cratic platform, llr Bland asserted it 
"was the understanding that freo coin- 
age of silver necessarily meant the re- 
peal of the Sherman law; the two are 
BO antagonistic that they can not exist 
at the same time. But we are met now 
•with the suggestion that "we legislate 
by piecemeal; repeal the Sherman law 
and tak« our chances of securing any- 
thing in its placo which shall meet the 
pledge of the platform and coin both 
silver and gold, and this is because a 
panic is upon us. 
Upon the question cf ratio Mr. Bland 


argued in favor of 10 to 1. He saiJ. that 
if the United States would maintain the 
panty of gold and silver on that ratio, 
the world would by oar products. We 
have the property to sell and should i:\- 
duce purchasers to come. France 
maintained gold and silver at a parity 
on the ratio of 15 1-2 to 1. for 70 years, 
because she had property to sell. If we 
do this, said Mr. Bland, western Eu- 
rope must come to our standard. 


Mr. Bland was followed by the Pop- 
ulist m»mber from Colorado. Mr. 
Pence, who constituted himself as a 
bulwark for the protection of silver, 
and by Mr. Wheeler of Alabama wuo 
demanded a greater volume of cur- 
rsticy. 


The fight wns still on when, at C 


o'clock, the house adjourned.

OUTLAWS SLAIN. 


Thirteen of thu .lloaeliim Cane Killed b; 


Alabama Citl7ens. 


BnuiixanAM, Ala., Aug. 12.—Infor- 


mation has just been received concern' 
ing a battle which took place iu Clarke 
county, near Thomabville, Wednesday 
night, between tho citizens of Coffey- 
ville, Thomabville, Wliitcley, Jackson 
and other nearby towns, and the Jlea- 
chvm gang, who murdered Ernest "Me- 
Corquerdale last Clvribtmos, ;in which 
there were i;j of tho Mpuclum gang 
killed outright and six citizens wound- 
ed. 


Among tho slain is Jim Bivrket, the 
murderer 
of 
McCorquordale. 
The 
Meachim gang lias been put to flight, 
but the citizens are pursuing them, and 
swear they Mill exterminate 
them, 


i ivrther bloodshed is expected. Thorn 
are 1.10 uieu in the ileaclnm gang who 
sirs outlaws, and have long Icrronxpd 
the country, being part oi the old Sims 
gang. 


Tha trouble originated from the kill- 


ing last December of Ernest JlcCor- 
quwdale, a prominent citizen aud mer- 
chant of G'fftTVille. 
While entertain- 


ing a party of friend's Christinas night 
McCorqnerdale was called to his door 
and his body filled with buckshot by 
unknown persons. 
It was supposed at that time they 


were members of the ping infesting 
Meaehin's beat and that their object in 
killing ihe iiierch.vit was to spttlo an 
old feud between him and one of the 
gang- 
j.t is said that McCorquordale held a 


mortgage on the homestead of a mem- 
ber and threatened to foreclose it Jan. 
1, if the amount duo was not paid Tho 
reply to McCcrquerdale 
v\as: ''You 


will ne\ IT live to toe any forclosnrn " 
A week hirer, and ju.-,t ono before the 
foreclosure proceedings wero to hu\o

enluried. McCorquerdale was 
shot down.

Thenrst 
three are Giovanna Lauria, aged 38, an 
Italian; Fern.idl Tioisi, aged 35 years, 
also n native of Italy, and Gons Unas, 
aged llo years, a Greek. The others are 
Domiinco El Cioppo, aged 17 years, and 
Antonio Pierriuii, aged 21 years, both 
Italians.

reducing the expense of that gratifica- 
tion to a low estimate that is practica- 
ble only through co-ox)eratiou in the 
fixed charges of domestic management. 
Economy, therefore, is tW purpose ot 
th<3 tenement—comfort, that of the 
apartment.—Cosmopolitan.

The Trouble Between IVsuico and Siuni. 
Tho tronblo between France and Siaiu 


ha<l been brewing for months, and the 
active hostilities date back to the early 
part of the present year. 


They grew out of tho disputes over the 


border line between Siam and Anam, 
over which latter country Franco has o 
protectorate. At one of the border towns 
in the spring a force of Anamites an<3 
Frenchmen was attacked and routed b> 
Siamese troops. For this Franco de- 
munued reparation, as well as a settle- 
ment of the boundary difficulties, and 
sent a gunboat to Bangkok, 


The Siamese government immediately 


began to act on the defensive and sunl; 
a number of scows on the 3Ienam rivet 
to prevent the nt-ar approach of French 
ve-^L-ls to Bangkok, the capital of Siam. 


Siam has a population of ubout 7,000,- 


000, which in lower Siaiu is clustered 
about the rivers and canals. The Por- 
tugese were tho first Europeans to es- 
tablish auy intercourse with Siaui. This 
was in loll. English traders were in 
Siaui early in the seventeenth century. 
The treaty of 18oO with England prac- 
tically gave Europeans free admit tar ce 
to Si vm, and the English, owing to 1 he 
nearness of their Indian dependencies, 
have had a strong diplomatic influence 
in tho affairs of the country. 
So strong 


has this been that many be'ieve that a 
war with France \vill ultimately result 
in an English protectorate.—Boston Ad-

WYOMING'S TRIBUTE TO HER WOM- 


EN'S INFLUENCE AS VOTERS.

The exercise of suffrage by the women 


in Wyoming for the past 2o years soi'ins 
to have borno good frail, and nn occn- 
sion of no littlo exultation to nil advo- 
outes of womun'a advaucemont. is the 
adoption by the Wyoming legislature of 
a resolution reciting that the extension 
of the franchise to women has done great 
good in divers directions. This nimni- 
mous adoption by a body of men of the 
unqualified success of woman suffrage 
for tho past quarter of u century is the 
strongest indorsement possible. 
And 


coming at this time, whpn the enemies 
of the franchise have been demanding a 
retraction of tho privilege, it ia an event 
of more than ordinary significance. If, 
as contended, the enfranchisement of its 
women has depopulated the jails of Wy- 
oming, rid .the state of poorhoust's and 
largely aided in banishing crime, pau- 
perism aud vice, tho logical deduction 
follows that womau suffrage would be a 
good thing for every state in the Union 
to adopt. 


The resolution referred to is as follows; 


"Beit resolved by tho legislature of Wy- 
oming, That the possession and exercise 
of suffrage by the women in Wyoming 
for tho past quarter of a century has 
wrought no harm and has done great 
good in many ways; that it has largely 
aided iu banishing crime, pauperism and 
vice from this state, and that without 
any violent or oppressive legislation; that 
it has secured peaceful and orderly elec- 
tions, good government and a remarka- 
ble degree of civilization and public or- 
der, and wo point with pride to the fact 
that after nearly £5 years of woman 
suffrage not one county in Wyoming has 
a poorhouse, that our jails are almost 
empty'and crime, except that by stran- 
gers in the state, almost unknown, and 
as the result of experience we urge every 
civilized community on tho eartii to en- 
franchise its women without delay."— 
New York Independent. 


Women In Trades Unlonb. 


It seems, according to Miss E. March 


Phillips in The Fortnightly Review, (hat 
tho women employees iu the Lancashire 
cotton mills arc as well organized as the 
men. Indeed most of them belong to 
tho .jama unions as the men and have 
equal rights and privileges in them. 
This fact, Miss Phillips tliink^tmd a 
great deal to do with the persistency 
with which the employee's clung lo 
their demands on the masters and tho 
practical victory which they won at last. 
So large a proportion of theso Lancashire 
cotton spinners are worn™ and girls that 
a union without them wuuld not be rt 
reseutative of tho trade, and therefore 
not strong enough toenlorce its ileimmils 
for shorter hours or higher wages. In 
this Lancashirestrihe wumcn wereactivo 
leaders, and more acLivo in collecting 
and distributing aid to the idle, and 
were tho last to consent to ending the 
strike. 


Tho rrde seems general in England to 


adrr.it women employed at the same 
trades to the same unions with the men. 
In tho boot and shoo mal;eit' unions 
about ono-cighth of thu members are 
women, in the gas workers and guieral 
laborers' unions mnro than half, while in 
the unions of cotton mill operatives the 
majority of the members are women. 
Miss Phillips bays that in 10 trades 
unions of England and Scotland there 
are 7(i,0ij2 men to -12,024 women. In all 
theso unions women are among thu paid 
officers and share all the ivsponMbilitit's, 
Most of them in.si^t that their women 
members shall ivceivo tho same wa^cs 
for the s.imo work as men. 
In addition 


to tho unions where the women are on 
equal terms of membership, there are 
others composed entirely of women, but 
which are affiliated with tho men's 
nmons.

Is it surprising that such abride 
should experience erne! disappointments 
and often end by seeking consolation in 
those forbidden attachments whereheart- 
breukmg remorse follows now and deep- 
er disenchantnients that end by shal tor- 
ing belief in all love and leave the young 
mother powerless in her f urn to lead her 
child through tho untrodden paths of na- 
ture's own simple laws of love?

of his own choice, for a gentleman is in 
honor hound never to court a girl with- 
out having previously asked her parents' 
permission, and as the slightest atten- 
tion to a girl assumes immediately in 
France a serious character ho must 
either ask this permission before know- 
ing his bride or ho must run the risk of 
being shot down by a chivalrous brother 
should he afterward decline marrying

Fi&mutlo Convicts In OenrglEi. 


Equal rights in Georgia goes to the ex- 


tont of fanning ou.t the women isonvicts 
of tho penitentiaries as the men nre 
farmed ant, and without respect; to col- 
or. The ponitcr.tiajry, moreover, demands 
from the lessees as much for the women 
as for tho men. The con.litious undei 
which this is done seem about as abso- 
lute a test nf the value of men and wom- 
an's wot ic as tho history of labor has fur- 
nished. The xolnen do the same sort oi 
work aa tho men. They dig, hoe, plow, 
quarry rocks, and last spring when one 
of the state canals had to be deepened 
women did tho work. One of the em- 
ployers of women convict labor is Cap- 
tain Maiidox, who has a plantation of 
0,000 acres. 


Captain iladdcx employs only wom- 


en and has agreed to take all wom- 
en convicts off the hands of the state. 
These women are in gangs of 10 iiudei 
the charge of a guard. They cultivate 
cotton, com, wheat, oats, grass and run 
tt mill. They work from sunrise to sun- 
set. Each of the 03 convicts lias a cot 
lo her.-clf and a change of clothes, and 
they seem to bo better treated than at 
the penitentiary. They aro not so well 
satisfied, however, that they do not try 
to escape, five having recently get away. 
—Now York Evening Sun. 


Women's Work In Brooklyn. 


Tho Women's Health Protective asso- 


ciation, organized lately in Brooklyn, is 
one greatly needed. This effort is sim- 
ply to keep the streets clean. The wom- 
en that belong to this association go 
about and ask their neighbors to be par- 
ticularly careful about tho ash barrels, a 
duty that demands no ordinary heroism. 
"The neighbors iell us that they will put 
anything they choose into their ash bar- 
rels, and that they wish other folks would 
attend to their own business." Tlie wom- 
en make complaints to the authoritiei 
where there is gross untidiness, s.nd they 
are not put olf by tho official srrilo that 
rewards feminine protest. Tlisy fight 
against '.he tin-owing of fruit skins oji 
the sidewalk. 


They themselves uso barrels, "of hard 


wrood, varnished, of handsome appear- 
ance, wi'h the initials of tho association 
on the side," and they pay a fee so that 
thesy ban-els can be furnished to all who 
cannot alford to buy them. Tho mem- 
bers promi-o to burn irp waste pape'', to 
hire men lo act as inspectors in tho 
streets, and they have issued a circular 
that is a Macedonian cry to men.—New 
York Letter.

Mr. Reynolds decide.1 that Ihev 
are, and tho commissioner of p, n-iuns 
has been instructed to place the nam-js 
uf such tmr-.es upon the rolls when they 
have furmchod proof that they were em- 
ployed dire-Lily by Ihe surgeon general of 
tlie army, or that the persuti \\Jio em- 
ployed them had proper authority, and 
that hisauthoiily was recognized by the 
war department.

mainly the wumen who were sent hv the 
United Slates ClirisTian commission to 
the hoipitals for Ihu purpose of superin- 
tending the special diet of the kitchens 
upon the request of tho surgeon general.
